Wheat Pool Under- 
takes New Campaign. 


Alberta grain growers are advised 
that the Alberta Wheat Pool has 
inaugurated a new campaign for 
membership and that this eampaign 
is being conducted on a different 
basis than others in the past, either 
in Alberta or the two other prairie 
provinces, 

The wheat pool idea had _ its 
genesis in this province. Here the 
original plan was worked out. The 
legal details in connection with in- 
corporation, the memorandum of 
association, the members agree- 
ment and the by-laws, were first 
considered in Alberta, and, when 
carefully perfected, were tbe basis 
for the organizations subsequently 
brought into existence in Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba. 5 

The success of the last two years 
has encouraged the directors of the 
wheat pool to authorise a new can- 
vass for members at this time. This 
campaign is now begun and it will 
be carried on till the end of ‘the 
year.

“Railroad transportation {s worth 
ten times what it costs today to 
every person in this nation. The 
railreads haul your meat 500 miles 
for 36 cents a hundred pounds, you 
poy fram 20 cents for cheap cuts to 
60-cents for special cuts of meat or 
from 60 to 180 times the cost of 
transportation. 

“The railroads haul flour 400 miles 
for 12% conts a hundred, 7 pounds 
for one cent. You pay 10 cents a 
pound for bread or 70 times the cost 
of transportation. e 

“You pay one dollar for a meal at 
a first class hotel on which ths 
freight charges were less than two 
cents, including everything served, 
and the coal to ceok it, and then tip 
the waiter ten cents or five times 
what the railroad received for hau!- 
ing it 400 miles or more. 

“The same man who tips the 
waiter ten cents will go out and 
make a speech and complain of high 
freight rates which are not one-fifth 
pf the ameunt of his tip. @
